Ruppell Quits Office 
New York, Sept. 27 GD—Ed­ 
ward A. Ruppell, Staten Island’s 
Republican leader accused before 
the State Crime Commission of 
accepting payoffs for political fa­ 
vors, has resigned his $10,000-a- 
year job as Richmond commission­ 
er of borough works. 
The resignation, tendered yes­ 
terday, was accepted by Richmond 
Borough President Cornelius A. 
Hall today. 
Hall said he would 
“withhold judgment” of his aide, 
however, pending findings of a 
special prosecutor named by Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey to sift testimony 
given before the crime commis­ 
sion. 
Hall, announcing tho resigna­ 
tion, said that he would not “con­ 
done 
dishonesty 
or 
corruption 
among any of my aides, or among 
any persons even remotely con­ 
nected with my office.” 
No Personal Judgment 
He made it clear, however, that 
he would not pass personal judg­ 
ment on Ruppell until the Repub­ 
lican leader had had ti chance to 
clear himself in court. Hall, who 
named Ruppell to the borough’s 
top appointive post of works com­ 
missioner in 1946, is an independ­ 
ent Democrat. 
In his letter of resignation, Rup­ 
pell told Hall that he knew he 
must be '‘concerned over the un­ 
favorable publicity” s t e m m i n g 
from the crime commission hear­ 
ings. 
“I am fully confident that in due 
time the false accusations made 
against me will be proved untrue,” 
he wrote, adding: 
“However, in all fairness to you, 
I hereby tender my resignation as 
commissioner of borough -works.” 
Ruppell acted yesterday, the 
final day of the hearings which 
saw a parade of witnesses stream 
to the stand to accuse the Repub­ 
lican leader of using his office to 
promote shady deals. 
Several li­ 
quor store dealers testified—that 
they handed over thousands of 
dollars to Ruppell before they got 
their liquor licenses. 
Ruppell, who did not resign as 
GOP chairman, has held public of­ 
fice on Staten Island since 1934.

President Signs New Order 
Affecting Childless Couples 


Washington, Sept. 27 (A*) —

make childless 
married 
men eligible for military service.

makes other changes in Selective 
Service rules in keeping with the 
draft law passed by Congress last 
June. They range from including 
some aliens in the draft to lower­ 
ing the volunteer age limit. 
Of major effect, however, is 
the permission to draft childless 
married men, a change Selective 
Service officials believe will m akl 
500,000 men formerly deferred 
eligible for duty. Brig. Gen. Louis 
Renfrow, acting director of Selec­ 
tive Service, said about 200,000 
of this total may be drafted. 
The new rules are for the guid­ 
ance of local draft boards. Se­ 
lective Service has said a few of 
them 
already 
have 
been 
re­ 
classifying childless married men. 


Men affected would be those 
within the draft age bracket, 
18% to 26 years old. 
m 
To prevent last-minute claims 
for deferment “based only on the 
registrant's opinion that his wife 
recently has become pregnant,” 
the 
new 
law 
clearly 
defines 
“child.” 
Under the amended law, “child” 
means an infant from date of con­ 
ception. A man may obtain de­ 
ferment only if his doctor says a 
child has been conceived before 
the draftee is ordered to report 
for induction. 
The new regulations for the 
first time also: 
I. Make aliens living permanent­ 
ly in the United States liable for 
the draft. They are exempt only 
if they are citizens of one of the 
20 countries having military ex­ 
emption treaties with the U. S., or 
if they are diplomatic person­ 
nel.

In advance of the ses­ 
sion, McCarthy told reporters the 
material he was presenting to the 
group “should persuade the Sen­ 
ate to refuse to confirm Jessup.” 
Senator Sparkman 
(D.-Ala.)

Leading Editors to Make 
Formal Blackout Protest 


San Francisco, Sept. 27 GD—A 
formal protest is coming from 
America’s leading editors against 
President Truman’s new order 
broadening the blackout on news 
from government agencies. 
Some 250 editors voted unani­ 
mously to draft such a protest at 
yesterday’s opening session of the 
annual meeting of The Associated 
Press Managing Editors Associa­ 
tion. 
Unanimous approval also was 
given a second resolution urging 
all possible steps to win the re­ 
lease of AP Correspondent Wil­ 
liam N. Oatis, now imprisoned in 
Czechoslovakia on tramped up spy 
charges. 
J. R. Wiggins of the Washington 
Post called President Truman’s 
new security order the most im­ 
portant censorship problem of the 
year. 
That order directs all civilian 
government agencies to classify 
information in varying grades of 
secrecy. 
Wiggins said the order makes 
possible the suppression of even 


routine data—from crops to indus­ 
trial production—in the name of 
security. 
He expressed hope that “coura­ 
geous editors can find means of 
circuifiventing the order.” 
He 
pointed out that it fails to provide 
penalties for violators. 
James S. Pope. managing edi­ 
tor of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal and chairman of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors* 
Committee on Freedom of Infor­ 
mation, said: 
“It seems we have been kicked 
back over our -goal line.” 
Kent Cooper, executive director 
of The Associated Press, called 
both the new order and the im­ 
prisonment of Oatis "transcend­ 
ent important questions.” 
Frank J. Starzel, AP general 
manager, said the Oatis case is be­ 
ing pursued with energetic inter­ 
est by the State Department. He 
said months of delicate negotia­ 
tions are ahead t<& win Oatis’ re­ 
lease, but added: 
“I think there is no doubt the 
Czech government recognizes it 
made a mistake internationally.” 


Tokyo, Sept. 27 GD—Gen. Mat­ 
thew B. Ridgway'a Public In­ 
formation Office said tonight the 
Reds may be trying to force the 
United Nations to break off Ko­ 
rean ccase-flre talks “out of sheer 
frustration and futility.” 
The statement was issued • few 
hours after the supreme allied 
commander made a proposal de­ 
signed to get the suspended talks 
restarted.

“The significance of this • • « 
is obvious.” the itatement said, 
“The Reds at the present time 
are responsible for the calling off 
of the truce talks • • . such a 
turn of events does not help their 
so-called 'peace offensive,* which 
has been going on for many 
months now. 
May Force Questions 
“Consequently, if the talks ara 
resumed on their terms, the Com­ 
munists may lie planning to force 
on the delegates the endless ques­ 
tions of neutrality and violations 
and all other peripheral matters 
that have nothing to do with a 
cease-fire itself. In such a manner 
they may hope to bring the UN 
command delegates to the point 
where they would break off the 
talks out of the sheer frustra­ 
tion and futility of not being able 
to get down to the substantive 
items of the agenda.

In a lengthy message, sent to 
the capitol in the midst of a Sen­ 
ate inquiry into charges of politi­ 
cal influence in government loans, 
the President said: 
“In operations as large as those 
of our government today, with so 
much depending on official action 
in the Congress and in the execu­ 
tive agencies, there are bound to 
be attempts by private citizens or 
special interests groups to gain 
their ends by illegal or improper 
means.” 
Mr. Truman said he w?ould fa­ 
vor in the bill “the principle that 
national party officials and em­ 
ployes be among those persons re­ 
quired to file annual statements.” 
The 
President's own party 
chairman, William M. Boyle, Jr., 
was before the Senate’s investi­ 
gating subcommittee at the mo­ 
ment. 
Specifically, the President rec­ 
ommended to C o n g r e s s the 
prompt enactment of a law— 
“. . . Which will require all 
full-time civilian presidential ap­ 
pointees, including members of

year job as Richmond commission­ 
er of borough works. 
The resignation, tendered yes­ 
terday, was accepted by Richmond 
Borough President Cornelius A. 
Hall today. Hall said he would 
“withhold judgment” of his aide, 
however, pending findings of a 
special prosecutor named by Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey to sift testimony 
given before the crime commis­ 
sion.Hall, announcing the resigna­ 
tion, said that he would not “con­ 
done dishonesty or corruption 
among any of my aides, or among 
any persons even remotely con­ 
nected with my office.” 
No Personal Judgment 
He made it clear, however, that 
he w’ould not pass personal judg­ 
ment on Ruppell until the Repub­ 
lican leader had had h. chance to 
clear himself in court. Hall, who 
named Ruppell to the borough’s 
top appointive post of works com­ 
missioner in 1946, is an independ­ 
ent Democrat. 
In his letter of resignation, Rup­ 
pell told Hall that he knew he 
must be “concerned over the un­ 
favorable publicity” s t e m m i n g 
from the crime commission hear­ 
ings.“I am fully confident that in due 
time the false accusations made 
against me will be proved untrue,” 
he wrote, adding: 
“However, in all fairness to you, 
I hereby tender my resignation as 
commissioner of borough -works.” 
Ruppell acted yesterday, the 
final day of the hearings which 
saw a parade of witnesses stream 
to the stand to accuse the Repub­ 
lican leader of using his office to 
promote shady deals.

President Signs New Order 
Affecting Childless Couples 


Washington, Sept. 27 UP) — 
President T r u m a n yesterday 
signed new draft regulations 
which make childless married 
men eligible for military service. 
The presidential action alsa 
makes other changes in Selective 
Service rules in keeping with the 
draft law passed by Congress last 
June. They range from including 
some aliens in the draft to lower­ 
ing the volunteer age limit. 
Of major effect, however, is 
the permission to draft childless 
married men, a change Selective 
Seryice officials believe will makl 
500,000 men formerly deferred 
eligible for duty. Brig. Gen. Louis 
Renfrow, acting director of Selec­ 
tive Service, said about 200,000 
of this total may be drafted. 
The new rules are for the guid­ 
ance of local draft boards. Se­ 
lective Service has said a few of 
them already have been re­ 
classifying childless married men. 


Men affected would be those 
within the draft age bracket, 
18V¿ to 26 years old. 
^ 
To prevent last-minute claims 
for deferment “based only on the 
registrant’s opinion that his wife 
recently has become pregnant,” 
the new law clearly defines 
“child.” 
Under the amended law, “child” 
means an infant from date of con­ 
ception. A man may obtain de­ 
ferment only if his doctor says a 
child has been conceived before 
the draftee is ordered to report 
for induction. 
The new regulations for the 
first time also: 
1. Make aliens living permanent­ 
ly in the United States liable for 
the draft. They are exempt only 
if they are citizens of one of the 
20 countries having military ex­ 
emption treaties with the U. S., or 
if they are diplomatic person­ 
nel. Under the old law, aliens

Brooklyn Woman 
Is Hurt Fatally 
Mrs. Anikey, 64, Is 20th 
Person to Die This 
Year of Injuries 


A 64-year-old Brooklyn woman 
visiting in Milton was fatally in­ 
jured as she was walking across 
Route 9W one mile north of 
Young’s Garage, Milton, about 
5:30 p. m. Wednesday. 
State police of the Highland 
station said the woman, Mrs. 
Anastasia Anikey, 64, of 610 46th 
street, Brooklyn, died at Vassar 
Brothers Hospital in Poughkeep­ 
sie at 7:40 p. m. 
Mrs. Anikey was struck by a 
one and one-half ton Reo van 
truck owned by Better Home In­ 
sulation Company, 216 Union 
street Poughkeepsie, and driven 
by Fréd H. Wilsey, 42, of Plutarch 
road, Highland, state police re­ 
ported. 
Troopers aftfr an investigation 
said that Mrs. Anikey and Mrs. 
Catherine Stepura of Milton, 
whom she was visiting, were 
standihg on the east shoulder of 
the highway waiting to cross to 
the west side. As the trpek ap­ 
proached headed 
north, 
Mrs. 
A n i k e y started across and 
was struck, troopers said. Mrs, 
Stepura was not hit jjy the truck. 
Taken To Hospital 
Suffering from a crushed chest 
and other possible injuries, Mrs. 
Anikey wás taken by a Vassar 
Hospital ambulance to that hospi­ 
tal. troopers reported. 
When troopers were informed* 
of her death at 7:40 p. m., Coroner

Washington, Sept. 27 'UP)—Sen­ 
ator McCarthy (R.-Wis.) today 
produced copies of a batch of 
documents which he said support 
his contention that Ambassador- 
at-Large Philip C. Jessup has “an 
unusual affinity for Communist 
causes.” 
McCarthy took the material, 
bound with a cover sheet in deep 
pink color, before a Senate for­ 
eign r e l a t i o n s subcommittee 
studying President Truman’s nom­ 
ination of Jessup as an American 
delegate to the United Nations. 
Jessup, a top adviser to Secretary 
of State Acheson, has served pre­ 
viously as a delegate. 
McCarthy was the first witness 
as the subcommittee started pub­ 
lic hearings on the Jessup ap­ 
pointment. In advance of the ses­ 
sion, McCarthy told reporters the 
material he was presenting to the 
group “should persuade the Sen­ 
ate to refuse to confirm Jessup.” 
Senator Sparkman (D. - Ala.) 
said Jessup might take the wit­ 
ness chair late in the day to reply 
to McCarthy. The ambassador al­ 
ready has denied similar accusa­ 
tions against him by McCarthy 
last year. 
McCarthy’s 28-page compilation 
contained some copies of docu­ 
ments he has presented before in 
criticism of Jessup. 
Draws on Testimony 
He also drew heavily from tes­ 
timony which has been given by 
various witnesses who have ap­ 
peared this year before the Sen­ 
ate’s Internal Security Subcom­ 
mittee. 
Nowhere in tiis prepared brief 
did McCarthy specifically call for 
Senate rejection of the Jessup 
nomination. Before he began tes­ 
tifying he said he would “pretty 
much let these documents speak 
for themselves.” 
An introductory statement in 
McCarthy's brief said “the docu­ 
ments contained herein do not 
even remotely constitute the en­ 
tire picture of Ambassador Jes­ 
sup’s record, but merely cover 
some of the highlights of the evi­ 
dence in the Jessup case.” 
McCarthy added that “after the 
evidence (which he set fo.’th) was 
brought to the attention of the 
President, he gave Jessup top se­ 
cret clearance to all atomic and 
hydrogen bomb information and 
appointed him as U. S. delegate to 
the United Nations.” 
Uses General’s Story 
One of McCarthy’s exhibits 
dealt with testimony by retired 
Brig. Gen. Louis J. Fortier before 
the Internal Security Subcommit­ 
tee last week. 
Formerly an army intelligence 
officer in the Far East, Fortier 
said Jessup told him early last 
year that U. S. recognition* of Red 
China was imminent. 
Fortier 
quoted Jessup as having said fur­ 
ther that recognition would not 
mean approval of the nature or 
character of the Communist re­ 
gime. 
In his statement to the foreign 
relations group today, McCarthy 
said Jessup advised, according to 
Fortier’s testimony, “that Commu­ 
nist China would and should be 
recognized by the United States.” 
At the suggestion of Senator 
McCarran (D.-Nev.), chairman of 
the internal security unit, the for­ 
eign relations subcommittee has 
agreed to study the McCarran 
group’s records dealing with Jes­ 
sup.The ambassador’s name has 
cropped up frequently during its 
inquiry into whether the Institute 
of Pacific Relations (IPR) exer­ 
cised any pro-communist influence 
on the shaping of American policy 
toward the Far East. 
The IPR was founded about 25 
years ago for the stated purpose 
of conducting objective research

The petitioner for the right to 
continue a mushroom business in 
a building formerly used as a 
bottling works at 43-45 McEntee 
street, agreed at a hearing last 
night before the City Zoning 
Board, to withdraw the applica­ 
tion and plans to vacate the 
premises by Dec. 15. 
The application was filed by 
Christopher Ciccareilo, of Bridge­ 
port, Conn., owner of the prop­ 
erty which the Connelly Mush­ 
room Company sought to use for 
the growing of mushrooms. The 
building was formerly a bottling 
plant operated by the Hauck 
Brewing Co. 
The City Zoning Board issued 
an order for execution of the 
agreement on the date agreed to 
after hearing the petitioner’s 
plan to finish the growth of mush­ 
rooms now in progress by the 
deadline date. 
It was indicated that complaints 
from about 20 residents of the 
area were based on the release 
of chlorine gas used in conjunc­ 
tion with the business from gas 
bottles early this month. 
The hearing was brought before 
the zoning board under the non­ 
conformity provision of the zon­ 
ing law. This provision allows a 
business zone status in residential 
areas if the plant or place is con­ 
tinued as in operation at the time 
of adoption of the law, but orders 
hearings where changes are in­ 
volved. Such hearings are con­ 
ducted before the zoning board 
instead of the laws and rules 
committee of the Common Coun­ 
cil.* Attorney Charles Gaffney ap­ 
peared for the complainants, City 
Judge Raymond J. Mino, repre­ 
sented Ciccareilo, owner of the 
property, and Abraham Streifer 
appeared for the Connelly Mush­ 
room Company which sought to 
continue growing mushrooms at 
the plant. Stanley Dempsey and 
Attorney Joseph Avis, members 
of the zoning board, and City En­ 
gineer Arthur F. Hallinan, the 
board’s- secretary, attended the 
hearing.

Leading Editors to Make 
Formal Blackout Protest 


San Francisco, Sept. 27 UP)—A 
formal protest is coming from 
America’s leading editors against 
President Truman’s new order 
broadening the blackout on news 
from government agencies. 
Some 250 editors voted unani­ 
mously to draft such a protest at 
yesterday’s opening session of the 
annual meeting of The Associated 
Press Managing Editors Associa­ 
tion.Unanimous approval also was 
given a second resolution urging 
all possible steps to win the re­ 
lease of AP Correspondent Wil­ 
liam N. Oatis, now imprisoned in 
Czechoslovakia on trumped up spy 
charges. 
J. R. Wiggins of the Washington 
Post called President TYuman’s 
new security order the most im­ 
portant censorship problem of the 
year.That order directs all civilian 
government agencies to classify 
information in varying grades of 
secrecy. 
Wiggins said the order makes 
possible fhe suppression of even 


routine data—from crops to indus­ 
trial production—in the name of 
security. 
He expressed hope that “coura­ 
geous editors can find means of 
drcuifiventing the order.” 
He 
pointed out that it fails to provide 
penalties for violators. 
James S. Pope, managing edi­ 
tor of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal and chairman of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors’ 
Committee on Freedom of Infor­ 
mation, said: 
“It seems we have been kicked 
back over our -goal line.” 
Kent Cooper, executive director 
of The Associated Press, called 
both the new order and the im­ 
prisonment of Oatis “transcend­ 
ent important questions.” 
Frank J. Starzel, AP general 
manager, said the Oatis case is be­ 
ing pursuedf with energetic inter­ 
est by the State Department. He 
said months of delicate negotia­ 
tions are ahead t<* win Oatis’ re­ 
lease, but added: 
“I think there is no doubt the 
Czech government recognizes it 
made a mistake internationally.” 


proposal to put an-end to the dif­ 
ficulties surrounding the Kaesong 
site were put forth in a sugges­ 
tion to the Communists by Gen­ 
eral Ridgway when he stressed 
the advisability of a change in 
the conference site itself. The re­ 
sumption of talks cannot proceed 
without more adequate safe­ 
guards than have been offered at 
Kaesong to date.” 
Free of Armed Troops 
Ridgway said the new site 
should be kept free of armed 
troops. He also suggested that 
delegates resume discussion on 
the location of a military buffer 
zone across the Korean peninsula. 
This w*as the subject that tied up 
the truce talks for weeks before 
the Reds broke them off Aug. 23. 
The allied commander told the 
top Red commanders that talks 
could be resumed immediately if 
they agreed. 
There was no quick reaction 
from Red officials. A Communist 
correspondent predicted t h e y 
would reject the proposals. 
The Reds want the talks re­ 
sumed in Kaesong, with the first 
item of business a full-scale dis­ 
cussion of alleged allied violations 
of the Kaesong neutral zone. 
No Part of Kaesong 
The United Nations command 
wants no part of Kaesong, located 
behind the Communist lines. And 
the UN command has told the 
(Coninued on Page 18, Cotl.

We p rop ose to organize 
a broad cross-section of all small 
businessmen, p rovide them with 
help on their p ersonal business 
p roblems and maintain a service 
which will alert them on all mat­ 
ters of legislation \vhich affect 
their well-being.” 
Offices have already been set 
up at Kerhonkson and in New 
York, 'Joyce said, and a third of- 


fice is p lanned for Albany.

Presid en t Truman is correct bey on d criticism 
in his d ecision to keep his prime min ister, Dean 
Acheson . 
He would ev en be justified in n amin g 
Dean Acheson as his successor if he could , because 
Acheson has mad e the foreign an d d omestic poli­ 
cies of the curren t ad min istration . As our foreign 
commitmen ts d omin ate the bud get an d as the 
bud get con trols all d omestic affairs, our gov ern ­ 
men t has grad ually but d efin itely mov ed , as to 
policy , from the White House to the State Depart­ 
men t. It will be soun d to base the 1952 campaign 
on a d ebate of the Acheson policies an d achiev e­ 
men ts. 
Dean Acheson is, in effect, the piv ot of the ad ­ 
min istration . Were Presid en t Truman to let Dean 
Acheson go, it would be an ad mission of 
the failure 
of his ad min istration . The Presid en t could n ot d o 
that. The suggestion that Mr. Truman will hav e 
Dean Acheson with him on the train when he 
speaks to the coun try , is an ev id en ce of political 
realism. 
There is n o reason , howev er, why either Tru­ 
man or Acheson should go cred it jumpin g for the 
Japan ese treaty . That treaty is the result of the 
labors of Gen eral Douglas MacArthur ov er a pro- 
lon ger period in the war. 
This work was imple­ 
men ted by the efforts of John Fqster Dulles. That 
thd t was un d erstood at the San Fran cisco con fer­ 
en ce was mad e clear at the mere men tion of Gen ­ 
eral MacArthur’s n ame. 
It brought the stron gest 
applause of the ev en in g. Whatev er comes of the 
Japan ese treaty , the cred it or blame must be Mac­ 
Arthur’s. 
„ The cred it jumper is n ot an extraord in ary 
phen omen on in in d ustry or in gov ern men t. 
On e 
man d oes a tremen d ous job an d at the crucial mo­ 
men t, an other, usually his superior, jumps in an d 
grabs the cred it. 
If the y oun g fellow complain s, 
he often fin d s himself sufferin g from lessen ed op­ 
portun ity or he might ev en be fired . 
When Mr. Truman d oes the cred it jumpin g for 
Dean Acheson with regard to the Japan ese treaty , 
he hurts his fav orite because those who kn ow the 
facts will won d er why an y on e would wan t to d e­ 
priv e Gen eral MacArthur of the fruits of his 
achiev emen ts. 
Howev er, the Presid en t d oes n ot limit himself 
to cred it jumpin g MacArthur; he tries to d o the 
same as regard s Herbert Hoov er, attemptin g to 
giv e the impression that the work of the Hoov er 
Commission was a join t operation of Herbert 
Hoov er an d Dean Acheson .

These persons know what 
life was like in their countries before the 
Reds took over, and what it has become 
since. They can speak to the people in their 
homelands not only in their own tongues 
but with their own feelings, and out of their 
o\vn backgrounds and traditions. Also im­ 
portant is the point that Radio Free Europe 
is a private, not a government, enterprise. 
It is claimed in Europe that the voice of 
Radio Free Europe is being heard, and if 
it is heard it surely must be heeded to some 
extent. 
Those who will help in this local campaign 
may be helping to keep the truth alive in 
lands where present rulers are bent on de­ 
stroying the very memory of truth. 


DEATH HELD OFF 
Dr. George C. Lippincott recently cele­ 
brated his hundred and first birthday at his 
home in Salem, New Jersey. He is the old­ 
est living retired naval officer and the old­ 
est graduate of Jefferson Medical College in 
Philadelphia. 
In 1886 Dr. Lippincott was retired from 
the Navy and told that he had only a few 
months to live because of a serious heart 
ailment. He placed himself on a program 
of rest, and sixty-five years later he still 
awaited the fulfillment of his doctor’s pre­ 
diction.

CREDIT JUMPERS 
President Truman is correct beyond criticism 
in his decision to keep his prime minister, Dean 
Acheson. 
He would even be justified in naming 
Dean Acheson as his successor if he could, because 
Acheson has made the foreign and domestic poli­ 
cies of the current administration. As our foreign 
commitments dominate the budget and as the 
budget controls all domestic affairs, our -govern­ 
ment has gradually but definitely moved, as to 
policy, from the White House to the State Depart­ 
ment. It will be sound to base the 1952 campaign 
on a debate of the Acheson policies and achieve­ 
ments. 
Dean Acheson is, in effect, the pivot of the ad­ 
ministration. Were President Truman to let Dean 
Acheson go, it would be an admission of the failure 
of his administration. The President could not do 
that. 
The suggestion that Mr. Truman will have 
Dean Acheson with him on the train when he 
speaks to the country’, is an evidence of political 
realism. 
There is no reason, however, why either Tru­ 
man or Acheson should go credit jumping for the 
Japanese treaty. That treaty is the result of the 
labors of General Douglas MacArthur over a pro- 
longer period in the war. This work was imple­ 
mented by the efforts of John Faster Dulles. That 
thdt was understood at the San Francisco confer­ 
ence was made clear at the mere mention of Gen­ 
eral MacArthur^ name. It brought the strongest 
applause of the evening. 
Whatever comes of the 
Japanese treaty, the credit or blame must be Mac­ 
Arthur^. 
„ The credit jumper is not an extraordinary 
phenomenon in industry or in government. 
One 
man docs a tremendous job and at the crucial mo­ 
ment, another, usually his superior, jumps in and 
grabs the credit. 
If the young fellow complains, 
he often finds himself suffering from lessened op­ 
portunity or he might even be fired. 
When Mr. Truman does the credit jumping for 
Dean Acheson with regard to the Japanese treaty, 
he hurts his favorite because those who know the 
facts will wonder why anyone would want to de­ 
prive General MacArthur of the fruits or his 
achievements. 
However, the President does not limit himself 
to credit Jumping MacArthur; he tries to do the 
same as regards Herbert Hoover, attempting to 
give the impression that the work of the Hoover 
Commission was a joint operation of Herbert 
Hoover and Dean Acheson. 
*• 
This is not true and President Truman knows 
it., because the differences between Hoover and 
AchesorifWere brought to the President for de­ 
cision. 
There is, however, a record to which we 
can refer which clearly show’s where Acheson stood 
with regard to the Hoover Commission's reports.

That Body of Yours

EMOTIONS CAUSE SOME SKIN AIILMENTS 
Most of us think of the skin as just a covering 
for the various organs and tissues of the body. As 
a matter of fact, the skin is an organ and just as 
important to our health as other organs of the 
body. 
The skin contains the sweat glands that help 
regulate the temperature of the body, the oil glands 
which keep it soft and pliable; It records various 
sensations from the nervous system and brain— 
cold, heat, pain—and is supplied with all the var­ 
ious body tissues found in other organs. There is 
muscle, nerve, fat tissue and ability to hold sugar 
—energy—for future needs. 
In The Canadian Medical Association Journal, 
Dr. D. Cappon, Toronto Psychiatric Hospital, states 
that "if we stop for A moment to think about the 
skin, we recognize that it is the objective visible 
part of the human being who hides the mysteries 
of his body underneath it. It is the physical bound- 
ary between oneself and the outer world." 
In addition to the physical sensations—heat, 
cold, pain—it has mental and emotional functions; 
it provides a means of communication between the 
inner and outer worlds of the individual. 
The skin show’s outward signs of inward disturb­ 
ances, w’hich help the physician in making his 
diagnosis and prescribing treatment. We are all 
familiar with how certain foods (to which the in­ 
dividual is allergic) cause various skin disturbances 
—hives, rash—but it is only recentlythat skin spe­ 
cialists and general physicians are finding how the 
emotions—worry, stress, fear—cause skin erup­ 
tions, exaggerate others, and prolong the usual 
course of certain skin diseases. 
Among the common skin ailments due to the 
emotions are nervous pruritts (itching), blushing 
due to guilty feelings and flushing caused by anger; 
hyperhidrosis (excessive perspiration) caused by 
anxiety (chronic fear) and urticaria (hives). 
Eczema, the commonest skin disease known, is 
often caused by emotional disturbances, although 
foods and other substances are more frequent 
causes. 
Other skin ailments caused wholly or in part by 
emotional disturbances are fever blisters, acne, 
warts and psoriasis (white patches of cells resem­ 
bling mortar).

whenever a revenue bill is under 
consideration, the "left wing" is 
found striving for higher and 
higher excess-profits-tax rates. - 
The assumption is that this is 
a means of soaking "big business," 
and presumably the ‘left wring" 
is the friend of little business. 
Actually it works out just the 
other way. Nearly every excess- 
profits-tax 
law 
enacted 
under 
the various Democratic adminis­ 
trations has been of major assist­ 
ance to the well-entrenched com­ 
panies and has dealt a severe blow 
to the smaller competitors. 
If the system of "free enter­ 
prise” in America means the re­ 
moval of unfair competition, then 
the "left wing" has followed a 
consistent pattern over the years 
designed to help the monppolies 
and the larger business. These big 
institutions usually have a bet­ 
ter "base period” for computing 
excess profits than the smaller 
ones. Also they have large re­ 
serves. When the smaller com­ 
panies are able to make a little 
money during prosperous periods, 
the government takes most of it 
away from them. As a conse­ 
quence, when the prosperity ends 
and deflation begins, these smaller 
companies usually have not ac­ 
cumulated sufficient reserves to 
meet the change in economic con­ 
ditions. 
During the last war, Congress 
definitely took care of "postwar” 
deflation. Provisions were inserted 
in the law allowing refunds to 
companies that might suffer se­ 
vere losses in postwar years. No 
such 
provisions 
permitting 
re­ 
funds are in the new law. In the 
present period of tension there is 
no "postwar” 
period 
in sight. 
Hence, in case of a sudden defla­ 
tion, the companies that started 
up in the last few years and have 
begun to obtain a fairly substan- 
tial part of the total volume of 
| business done in a particular in- 
I dustry will find themselves in 


j financial difficulties. Extensive un- 
i employment may result from their 
failures and in many cases they 
will be swallowed up in forced 
mergers with large companies. 
To maintain high-level employ­ 
ment it will be necessary to look 
ahead to the period of deflation 
that may come in 1953 when the 
present armament program tap­ 
ers off. It will be much more ex­ 
pensive then to finance, by means 
j of grants and loans, new w*ork 
projects of the WPA variety than 
to protect new businesses now. 


This is the time to be thinking 
of what happens when the pres­ 
ent period of tension undergoes 
a change, as might occur if there 
is an overthrow of a government 
in any of the satellite countries 
and it begins t<f be apparent that 
Soviet imperialism is weakening. 
It is one of the unexplained 
factors of present-day legislation 
that labor-union leaders whose 
workers have the most to lose 
from unemployment are the very 
ones who are pressing Congress 
to raise the excess-profits rates 
virtually to the point of confis­ 
cation. 
The rates in the proposed law 
about to be enacted are higher 
than anything encountered in ei­ 
ther World War I or World War 
2. Not only have the regular cor­ 
poration tax rates been raised to 
a point far beyond any other 
rat^ of its kind heretofore but 
the excess-profits rate combined 
with the regular corporate rates 
will exceed in severity the rates 
in effect from 1941 to 1945. 
Labor-union leaders may have 
the idea that, if the rates are 
high enough, employers will di­ 
minish their resistance to wage 
increases 
and 
fringe 
benefits. 
This may be true of the so-called 
monopolies, hut it is not true of 
the marginal competitors w’hich 
are trying during the present 
boom to get a foothold in their 
resnective industries. 
There is. of course, back of this 
pressure for high rates an effort 
to squeeze every dollar possible 
in the mistaken belief that this 
will avoid for Congress the ne­ 
cessity next year of taxing the 
lower incomes. But even if IOO 
per cent of the income of indhid- 
uals earning more than $10,000 
a year were confiscated in taxes, 
the federal government would 
still be operating at a huge 
deficit. 
Taxes are rapidly ap­ 
proaching the saturation point. 
What the nevBtax rates may do 
to 
incentive 
is 
something 
to 
which little thought is usually 
given by the "left wingers." some 
of w’hose ideas of a "planned 
economy" 
include 
government 
ownership, 
nationalization, 
and 
forms of state socialism if the 
economic 
situation 
should 
be­ 
come chaotic. The responsibility 
of the "left wingers," however, 
for bringing on such a period of 
chaos in a democracy is not al­ 
ways clear when the catastrophe 
has happened. Hence what is tak­ 
ing place in the Senate these

CREDIT JUMPERS 
President Truman is correct beyond criticism 
in his decision to keep his prime minister, Dean 
Acheson. 
He would even be justified in naming 
Dean Acheson as his successor if he couid, because 
Acheson has made the foreign and domestic poli­ 
cies of the curren I administration. As our foreign 
commitments dominate the budget and as the 
budget controls all domestic affairs, our govern­ 
ment has gradually but definitely moved, as to 
policy, from the White House to the State Depart­ 
ment. It will be sound to base the 1952 campaign 
on a debate of the Acheson policies and achieve­ 
ments. 
Dean Acheson is, in effect, the pivot of the ad­ 
ministration. Were President Truman to let Dean 
Acheson go, it would be an admission of the failure 
of his administration. The President could not do 
that. The suggestion that Mr. Truman will have 
Dean Acheson with him on the train when he 
speaks to the country, is an evidence of political 
realism. 
There is no reason, however, why either Tru­ 
man or Acheson should go credit jumping for the 
Japanese treaty. That treaty is the result of the 
labors of General Douglas MacArthur over a pro- 
longer period in the war. This work was imple­ 
mented by the efforts of John Foster Dulles. That 
thát was understood at the San Francisco confer­ 
ence was made clear at the mere mention of Gen­ 
eral MacArthur’s name. It brought the strongest 
applause of the evening. Whatever comes of the 
Japanese treaty, the credit or blame must be Mac­ 
Arthur’s. 
„ The credit jumper is not an extraordinary 
phenomenon in industry or in government. 
One 
man does a tremendous job and at the crucial mo­ 
ment, another, usually his superior, jumps in and 
grabs the credit. 
If the young fellow complains, 
he often finds himself suffering from lessened op­ 
portunity or he might even be fired. 
When Mr. Truman does the credit jumping for 
Dean Acheson with regard to the Japanese treaty, 
he hurts his favorite because those who know the 
facts will wonder why anyone would want to de­ 
prive General MacArthur of the fruits of his 
achievements. 
However, the President does not limit himself 
to credit jumping MacArthur; he tries to do the 
same as regards Herbert Hoover, attempting to 
give the impression that the work of the Hoover 
Commission was a joint operation of Herbert 
Hoover and Dean Acheson.

This is not true and President Truman knows 
it, because the differences between Hoover and 
Achesoru were brought to the President for de­ 
cision.

Joy in Parents Not Just Important; It’s Vital

Normally, he would have been a han d some boy. This d ay, however, 
his face was set with sullen an ger. He stood , his jaw rigid , while he 
listen ed to his mother ask the court to sen d him away to some place 
that could con trol him. 
“He’s all I have left,” she said . “I lost his brother 18 mon ths ago. 
He stayed out three n ights run n in g last week. I kn ow en ough about 
psychology to kn ow that he’s run n in g away from somethin g in sid e of 
him. It can ’t be his home. He’s got a bicycle an d a television set. I 
wan t him to be happy. I lost his sister four years ago ..............” 
t 
She talked for three min utes an d men tion ed her d ead child ren 
eight times. On h£ r coat sleeve, she wore a wid e mourn in g ban d . 
I looked at her son an d I thought, “You’re a healthy child . You are 
quite right to run away from grief that is n ever over.” 
Then I was shocked at my thought, because I felt so sorry for the 
mother who was n ow losin g her last, her on ly child . But sud d en ly I 
remembered an other mother I kn ow. I remembered what she said to 
me on ce when I was strugglin g with sorrow. 
She said , “My d ear, your grief must lose its an ger. If you d on ’t 
stop resen tin g loss, you will make a sieve of your life through which 
all the thin gs you love will sift away.” 
She had lost her son in the RAF the year before. 
I have wan ted to write a column on joy for some time. So the other 
d ay, I spoke to a d istin guished psychiatrist about it. 
To Dr. Lawson G. Lowrey, a New York city specialist in human 
behavior, I said , “Is joy in paren ts importan t to child ren ?” 
Dr. Lowrey chooses word s precisely. “I would call it ‘vital’ rather 
than 'importan t,' he told me. 
WE HAVE TO FIGHT FOR JOY 
Then I asked my $64 question . “Is joy n atural to us? Or d o we have 
to acquire it?” 
“Oh, we have to acquire it,” he said . “In child hood , joy is apt to 
be n atural an d spon tan eous. But we lose this baby joy as we grow up. 
When we step off the curb in to livin g, our child ish joy is fretted away 
by d isappoin tmen t an d fears that grow out of them.” 
“What d o we d o then ?” I asked . 
“We have to begin to fight for it,” lie told me. “Con sciously. We 
have to learn to d efen d an d protect it con sciously. Otherwise, we won ’t 
make much head way. We’d fight for it more con sciously than we d o 
if we realized that joy is the triumph of the mature human bein g. 
It is the reward of the people who ed ucate themselves out of misgiv­ 
in gs an d an ger.” 
Man y of us will be grateful for these commen ts by Dr. Lowrey.

Normally, he would have been a handsome boy. This day, however, 
his face was set with sullen anger. He stood, his jaw rigid, while he 
listened to his mother ask the court to send him away to some place 
that could control him. 
"He’s all I have left," she said. "I lost his brother 18 months ago. 
He stayed out three nights running last week. I know enough about 
psychology to know that he’s running away from something inside of 
him. It can’t be his home. He’s got a bicycle and a television set. I 
want him to be happy. I lost his sister four years ago. . . . . " 
• 
She talked for three minutes and mentioned her dead children 
eight times. On h£r coat sleeve, she wore a wide mourning band. 
I looked at her son and I thought, "You’re a healthy child. You are 
quite right to nm away from grief that is never over.” 
Then I was shocked at my thought, because I felt so sorry for the 
mother who was now losing her last, her only child. But suddenly I 
remembered another mother I know. I remembered what she said to 
me once when I was struggling with sorrow'. 
She said, "My dear, your grief must lose its anger. If you don’t 
stop resenting loss, you will make a sieve of your life through which 
all the things you love will sift away.” 
She had lost her son in the RAF the year before. 
I have wanted to write a column on joy for some time. So the other 
day, I spoke to a distinguished psychiatrist about it. 
To Dr. Lawson G. Lowrey, a New York city specialist in human 
behavior, I said, "Is joy in parents important to children?” 
Dr. Lowrey chooses words precisely. "I would call it ’vital’ rather 
than important,’ he told me. 
W E H A V E TO FIG H T FO R JO T 
Then I asked my $64 question. "Is joy natural to us? Or do we have 
to acquire it?” 
"Oh, we have to acquire it,” he said. "In childhood, joy is apt to 
be natural and spontaneous. But we lose this baby joy as we grow up. 
When we step oft the curb into living, our childish joy is fretted away 
by disappointment and fears that grow out of them.” 
"What do we do then?” I asked. 
"We have to begin to fight for it,” he told me. "Consciously. We 
have to learn to defend and protect it consciously. Otherwise, we won’t 
make much headway. We’d fight for it more consciously than we do 
if we realized that Joy is the triumph of the mature human being. 
It is the reward of the people who educate themselves out of misgiv­ 
ings and anger.” 
Many of us will be grateful for these comments by Dr. Lowrey.

I have wanted to write a column on joy for some time. So the other 
day, I spoke to a distinguished psychiatrist about it. 
To Dr. Lawson G. Lowrey, a New York city specialist in human 
behavior, I said, “Is joy in parents important to children?” 
Dr. Lowrey chooses words precisely. “I would call it ’vital’ rather 
than ‘important,’ he told me. 
WE HAVE TO FIGHT FOR JOY 
Then I asked my $64 question. “Is joy natural to us? Or do we have 
to acquire it?” 
“Oh, we have to acquire it,” he said. “In childhood, joy is apt to 
be natural and spontaneous. But we lose this baby joy as we grow up. 
When we step off the curb into living, our childish joy is fretted away 
by disappointment and fears that grow out of them.” 
“What do we do then?” I asked. 
“We have to begin to fight for it,” h e told me. “Consciously. We 
have to learn to defend and protect it consciously. Otherwise, we won’t 
make much headway. We’d fight for it more consciously than we do 
if we realized that joy is the triumph of the mature human being. 
It is the reward of the people who educate themselves out of misgiv­ 
ings and anger.” 
Many of us will be grateful for these comments by Dr. Lowrey.

The Ruminator does not think 
that enough attention is paid to 
the public’s attitude when infla­ 
tionary prospects are discussed. 
Our papers and business bulle­ 
tins are full of inflation analyses 
— how the supply of money is in­ 
creasing, how the wage and cost 
spirals continue to twist upward, 
and how other price-propelling 
influences will motivate further 
inflation. 
Yet, very little is said about 
how "we, the people” will react. 
The past several months have 
shown that 
“everyone” 
is 
not 
presently 
worried 
about 
rising 
prices. 
People 
have 
moderated 
their 
buying 
and 
have 
added 
hugely to their savings. 
Economists place great empha­ 
sis upon what is -called “purchas­ 
ing power.” Yet, this very ex­ 
pression is misleading, as it sug­ 
gests a force that propels pur­ 
chasing. The term is a misnomer. 
W hat is meant is purchasing po­ 
tential—or 
the 
availability 
of 
funds, if people are willing to 
spend them. 
It was a little amusing to read 
an item in the W all Street Jou r­ 
nal recently, headed: “Consumers 
Confound Federal Forecasts by 
Saving 
More, 
Spending 
Less.” 
There followed a quotation by an 
ur.-named 
Truman 
economist, 
who said, 
“Maybe something’s 
lacking in the classical economic 
notion 
that when 
people earn 
more they always spend more. 
That theory may need refining 
and I don’t know what new ap­ 
proach to take.” W ell, the Rumin­ 
ator might add tha t the New and 
F a ir Dealers have tried enough 
new approaches already. It would 
be a relief if they would stop 
hunting for new schemes. There 
is nothing “new” in public psy­ 
chology as it applies to econom­ 
ics. Just to illustrate that the 
“people” do take things into their 
own hands every now and then 
you might review the public re­ 
actions in the spring 
of 
1920, 
when the alphabetical designa­ 
tion HCI, (high cost of living) 
was as frequently voiced as any 
of 
our 
present-day 
letter-com- 
binations. 
One of the delightful descrip­ 
tions of what people 
did 
and 
thought in 1920 appear in Alex­ 
ander Dana Noyes’ reminiscences, 
“The M arket Place.” Mr. Noyes 
for many years was the noted fi­ 
nancial editor of the New York 
Times and before that of the 
Evening Post, and other news­ 
papers. 
To get the picture of this pe­ 
riod. .it should be recalled that 
prices in 
November, 1918 
(the 
month of the Armistice) 
were 
generally double what they had 
been before the war started. By 
the spring of 1920 “prices of such 
articles 
as 
clothing, 
household 


goods, and fuel were quoted 40 
to 70 per cent above November, 
1918.” Rents rose spectacularly. 
Before long a " c o n s m e r s ' 
strike” set in. As Noyes tells us, 
“a highly organized nation-wide 
movement occurred in 1920 to re­ 
sist high prices through not buy­ 
ing.” ^ h e New York “Financial 
Chronicle” 
r e p o r t e d 
“ ‘Old- 
Clothes clubs’ and ‘Overalls clubs’ 
are sweeping over the country 
like a prairie fire. The costume 
which has long been distinctive of 
farm or mechanical workers hals 
appeared in business places, in 
the halls of Congress, in Bible 
classes and high schools, in the 
pulpit, among the bar in the pres­ 
ence of the bench, and on the 
bench itself.” 
.There was an overalls parade 
down Fifth avenue, and various 
demonstrations in other cities. 
To shorten our story; it was not 
long before prices collapsed. How 
much 
influence 
the 
consumers’ 
strike had on the situation is de­ 
batable— as prices had risen so 
high they had to come down—but 
undoubtedly the public’s reaction 
hurried the sta rt of the decline. 
Today is different from 1920, 
admittedly. Every .era is differ­ 
ent from another, 
except 
that 
public psychology has a way of 
repeating itself. 
We thus may find that 
the 
much-predicted 
shortages 
that 
are supposed to be in evidence 
this fall and winter will not be 
in evidence. Perhaps people will 
continue to hold back in their 
buying, and keep on with their 
savings. Perhaps as price-boosts 
are permitted by the agency that 
is supposed to control prices—

lacking in the classical economic 
notion that when people earn 
more they always spend more.

Well, the Rumin­ 
ator might add that the New and 
Fair Dealers have tried enough 
new approaches already. It would 
be a relief if they would stop 
hunting for new schemes. There 
is nothing “new” in public psy­ 
chology as it applies to econom­ 
ics. Just to illustrate that the 
“people” do take things into their 
own hands every now and then 
you might review the public re­ 
actions in the spring

1920, 
when the alphabetical designa­ 
tion HCL (high cost of living) 
was as frequently voiced as any 
of our present-day 
letter-com- 
pi nations. 
One of the delightful descrip­ 
tions of what people 
did 
and 
thought in 1920 appear in Alex­ 
ander Dana Noyes’ reminiscences, 
“The Market Place.” Mr. Noyes 
for many years was the noted fi­ 
nancial editor of the New York 
Times and before that of the 
Evening Post, and other news­ 
papers. 
To get the picture of this pe­ 
riod. .it should be recalled that 
prices in November, 1918 (the 
month of the Armistice) were 
generally double what they had 
been before the war started. By 
the spring of 1920 “prices of such 
articles as clothing, household 


goods, and fuel were quoted 40 
to 70 per cent above November, 
1918.” Rents rose spectacularly. 
Before long a "c o n s rn e r s’ 
strike” set in. As Noyes tells us, 
“a highly organized nation-wide 
movement occurred in 1920 to re­ 
sist high prices through not buy­ 
ing.” T'he New York “Financial 
Chronicle”

“ ‘Old- 
Clothes clubs’ and ‘Overalls clubs’ 
are sweeping over the country 
like a prairie fire. The costume 
which has long been distinctive of 
farm or mechanical workers ha^ 
appeared in business places, in 
the halls of Congress, in Bible 
classes and high schools, in the 
pulpit, among the bar in the pres­ 
ence of the bench, and on the 
bench itself.” 
.There was an overalls parade 
down Fifth avenue, and various 
demonstrations in other cities. 
To shorten our story; it was not 
long before prices collapsed. How 
much influence the consumers’ 
strike had on the situation is de­ 
batable—as prices had risen so 
high they had to come down—but 
undoubtedly the public’s reaction 
hurried the start of the decline.

DRIED EGGS 
Last year, Uncle Sam lost $76,- I 
055,947 in his dried eggs busi­ 
ness! 
“Dried eggs?” you may ask. 
“Has 0e gone in for agriculture?” 
Yes, he has. And his Irish po­ 
tato losses were $63,291,380.88. 
His peanut losses totaled $14,- 
584,836.98. Wheat ran him $19,- 
013,931.33 in the red and linseed 
oil $38,484,285.85. 
You urban dwellers who have 
never thought about the close re­ 
lationship of agricultural and in­ 
dustrial prosperity should know 
that in these days when federal 
budgets are 80 billions of dollars 
annually, farm prices had better 
be sustained at pretty high levels. 
Otherwise, America is sunk eco­ 
nomically and her political for­ 
tunes will wind up in a dictator-1 
ship. 
Let the reader imagine that he 
is 
a 
Kansas 
wheat 
farmer. 
Wages are in the skies. Farm ma­ 
chinery, without which you can’t 
carry on, is very costly. In fact, 
everything that goes into the pro­ 
duction of wheat costs a lot. 
Where will you be if wheat sells 
$1 a bushel below present prices? 
You, too, will be sunk. 
You will not have the money to 
buy the new tractor you need. 
You will not purchase the delivery 
truck you must have. And what 
does that mean? It means that 
International Harvester and and 
General Motors will do no busi­ 
ness with you. 
And, in turn, these two corpor­ 
ations will employ no help to 
make the stuff you need and they 
will pay no taxes on the equip­ 
ment you do not buy. In other 
words, the subsidized price of 
of wheat sets in motion many m a­ 
chines of production operated by 
men who must have employment. 
Dried eggs, if you please, are 
only a symbol of the economic 
control that Uncle Sam, through 
the Congress of the United States 
and the executive officers exer­ 
cises over the well-being of 150- 
million people. 
And what if Uncle Sam loses a 
few hundred millions of dollars 
yearly (as he does) through these 
basic 
commodity 
transactions? 
Where does this money come 
from? 
Why, from taxpayers. Reader, 
are you a federal tax payer? Then 
last year you helped pay the 76 
million dollar loss on dried eggs! 
And 
this question immediately 
comes up: do you eat eggs for 
breakfast? At seven cents each, 
do you think they are too high? 
If so, blame Uncle Sam for it. 
He is responsible. Without his egg 
price support, there would be a 
panic in egg prices. You might be. 
able to buy them for two or three 
cents each. When I was on our 
Schoharie 
county, 
New 
York 
farm, they often sold for one cent 
each. 
But, please note, if eggs should 
tumble to two or three cents each, 
poultry farms would quit. Feed 
for chickens is very high and 
general costs are terrific. Poultry 
farmers must get high prices for 
their 
produce. 
If 
they 
don’t, 
America will soon discover there 
are no eggs, no chickens, no tur­ 
keys, no ducks. 
Today, agriculture, a basic seg­ 
ment in the national economy, 
must be supported by agencies of 
the United States Government. 
And even though price supports 
cost hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars every year—which is fur­ 
nished by taxpayers—this pro­ 
gram must go on. 
Our free enterprise system must 
be guarded against all threats. 
Yet our national economic re­ 
sponsibilities 
have 
become 
so 
great that the machinery of gov­ 
ernment must aid in the mainte­ 
nance of this system. 
What I detest at the present 
time is the spending of billions of 
dollars in an uneconomic fashion 
for enterprises fostered by the 
government that could and should 
be abolished today. 
I meet up 
with them all the time. I am treas­ 
urer of one of America’s leading 
art schools. The director of this 
school, a distinguished artist, tells 
me that in New York city there 
are 
any number of 
fake art 
schools supported by tax payers’ 
money. 
Taxation that helps to maintain 
uneconomic projects in America 
is a terrific load for our people to 
carry.

Little 
did Samuel ^ re e r . the publisher of 
the Ulster County Gazette, think 
when he was publishing the S a t­

1800 
edition 
that 101 years later people would 
still be excited 
about 
his 
little 
paper, and that somd* IOO reprints 
would be made of that one copy. 
No one knows exactly how many 
of those originals he ran off his 
hand press in Kingston, and no 
doubt he threw a num ber of them 
in the basket which did not look 
so perfect. Even those imperfect 
copies today would demand a good 
price as a collector’s item.
